Please tell the Japanese Am- 
bassador when you see him at 
1 o' clock: 

1. That the President is deep- 
ly shocked and concerned by the 
news of ‘indiscriminate bembing 
of American. and other non-Chi- 
nese vessels on the Yangtze, and 
that he requests that the Emper- 
or be so advised. 

2. That all the facts are being 
assembled and will shortly be 
presented to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 

3. That in the meantime. it is 
-hoped the Japanese Government 

will be considering definitely for 

presentation to this Government: 

(a) Full expressions of regret 
and proffer of full compensation. 

(b) Methods guaranteeing 
against a repetition of any simi- 
lar attack in the future. 

Envoy Calls Attack a Mistake.

Report Says Panay Fired Back. 

A brief report said the Panay 
fired several rounds from anti-air 
craft guns at attacking Japanese 
planes, but apparently without 
effect.

Panay Not Heavily Armored. 

The Panay, a 450-ton vessel built 
in Shanghai especially for Chinese 
River service, had stood by to aid 
Americans during. the Japan- 
ese siege of Nanking. It had 
been anchored in the Yangtze 
as a haven for United States 
Embassy officials and refu- 
gees until it was ordered up the 
river to safety from Japanese shells 
which previously had crashed peril- 
ously close to it, 

Built primarily for use against 
pirates’.junks and small craft, the 
Panay was not heavily armored, 
and had little protection against 
heavy cannon fire or modern air 
bombs. 

Armor plating—a series of quar- 

ter-inch shields to protect the crew 
from shore fire—extended only 
around the deck. It carried no 
heavy belt of armor over decks, 
and a single bomb, well placed, 
would have been sufficient to sink 
it. : 
- Launched Nov. 11, 1927, in Shang- 
hai, the Panay was one of six ves- 
sels of the United States Yangtze 
fleet. It was a twin-stack, 480-ton 
craft, 191 feet long; with a three- 
inch naval gun on its foredeck and 
another aft. . 

In peacetime one boat of the fleet 
was usually at Nanking, another at 
Hankow, and one at Ichang or 
Chinkiang at the foot of the lower 
river, while the others patrolled. 

The Panay’s sister vessels trans- 
ported United States refugees in 
the past weeks to cities up the river 
after the Chinese Government 
moved headquarters to three in- 
terior cities.

At the head of the paid person- 
nel of the commission is George I. 
Haworth, its director, who receives 
$6000 a year; and in direct charge 
of old-age assistance ia Arthur Ne- 
bel, on leave from the rural sociol- 
ogy department of the State uni- 
versity, who gets $3600. 

Eighteen district supervisore at 
$2000 a year maintain contact be- 
tween the State commission and 
the county commissions set up un- 
der the new law. The latter are 
headed by secretaries who get from 
$100 to $135 a month in rural coun- 
ties and $175 to $300 in urban cen- 
ters. These secretaries need not be 
residents of the counties to which 
they are assigned. 

There are four unsalaried mem- 
bers of each county board. These 
are named by the State Commic- 
sion from nominations made by the 
County Court. Under the present 
administration, two Democrats and 
two Republicans have been named 
in every case. 

Lesser employes of the county 
commission include investigators 
who are paid $75 to $100 a month 
in rural areas and §75 to $125 a 
month in cities, and stenographers 
and clerks who get $50 to §75 a 
month. All of these must be resi- 
dents of the counties in which they 
are employec. * 411 

It should be n that none 
of the 1108 employes of the State 
and county commissions is. 
exclusively in the administr of 
old-age assistance, a fact that 
makes it difficult to estimate the 
cost of administering the pension 
plan under this set-up. Investiga- 
tors, for example, cafry “mixed 
loads.” They check on applications 
for relief and assistance for de- 
pendent children as well as on pen- 
sion applications. ö 

Strange Array of Advocates. 

Humanitarians, lobbyists and poli- 
ticians intent on developing a new 
vote bait were the strange com- 
panions in the drive for old-age pen- 
sions. 

Outstanding in the agitation for 
the innovation was Oscar Leonard, 
executive director of the Missouri 
Committee for Old-Age Security. It 
was he who estimated that not more 
than 9000 persons would be eligible 
for pensions in Missouri, that the 
cost of these would be only slightly 
more than $2,000,000 a year, * 
that the State could close all its 
poor houses, 

Of course, no poor houses have 
been closed so far and there are no 
indications that any will be closed. 
Even Jameson's first estimate 
placed the eligibles at 12,000. At 
that time the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce set the figure at 14. 
000 and the cost at $4,000,000, and 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers dared to predict that 
there would be 47,11 eligible for 
pensions—a figure that since then 
has been almost doubled by the 
actual recipients. 

With the pension system being 
exploited by almost any politician 
who could lay hands on the rolls, 
it is little wonder that these grew 
‘by leaps and bounds. By Septem- 
ber, 1935, the first official estimate 
of 12,000 eligibles had been raised 
to 48,000, and by Oct. 7, 52,000 ap- 
plications were on file in 83 coun-

Probably one of the most promis- 
ing sections of the new law was 
the one setting forth the qualifica- 
tions required of employes. A sen- 
ior investigator, for example, 
must have had at least two years 
of college work, or three years of 
paid. social work, or an undergrad- 
uate degree in social work, or three 
years of straight experience. Sim- 
ar standards were set up for oth- 
c. positions. 

owever, there already are in- 
dications in some sections of the 
State that these requirements are 
being waived for personal friend- 
ship or a bit of influence in the 
right quarter. 

Some political aspirants and of-

A radio announcement afte. the 
polls closed said the electorate in 
some districts of Moscow and the 
Far Hast had voted 100 per cent ex- 
cept for those too ill to go to the 
polls. In the Moscow district where 
Stalin himself was a candidate 
everybody who was able had cast 
a ballot by 1° a. m. So the polls 
closed two hours early.

TRADE DECLINE 
ANALYZED BY 
RESERVE BOARD 


November “Industrial Pro- 
duction at Lowest Point 
in 20 Months, According 
to Preliminary Estimate. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Indus- 
trial production declined in Novem- 
ber to the lowest point in 20 
months, the Federal Reserve Board 
announced today. 

The board made a 
estimate that production last month 
fell to 95 per cent of the 1923-25 
average. This compared with 103 
in October, 111 in September and 
an average of 116 for the first eight 
months of the year. 

The board’s monthly bulletin 
traced the course of this recession, 
which it attributed to maladjust- 
ments in costs, prices and specula- 
tive buying. Early this year, the 


board related, business men thought 


the trend of rising costs and prices 
then in sharp evidence would con- 
tinue. They themselves accentuated 
abnormal increases by stocking up 
beyond immediate needs in the hope 
of avoiding higher prices later. 
By April, the board continued, it 
became clear the rise had been 
overdone, whereupon speculative 
buying stopped. Production leveled 
off and when the possibility of price

Subse- 
quently, a commission bargained away 
the claims of American shippers for a 
surrender of France's national claim 
against the United States. As a conse 
quence, the claims of Americans became 
claims against their own Government, all 
of which have now been paid except 
about $3,000,000 of insurance claims, and 
Senator Walsh of Massachusetts has a 
bill pending to defray these. 

With respect to bonds issued by the 
Southern states, the Federal Government 
has taken the position that it has no re- 
sponsibility in the matter, and the respec- 
tive states have repudiated their bonds,

and now amount, with interest, to over

THE LOAN SHARK DRIVE. 

We are in complete sympathy with the movement 
to drive loan sharks out of Missouri, begun by 
the bar associations and now being carried forward 
with the enthusiastic support of the State adminis- 
tration. These birds of prey, operating outside the 
law or masking their operations with the appearance 
of legality, cause untold suffering among the poor, 
who are compelled to seek loans to meet desperate 
emergencies in their lives. 

But while we are driving out loan sharks operat- 
ing illegally, let us be careful that the poor receive 
a square deal at the hands of the small loan com- 
panies operating under State law. This law is a very 
generous one, permitting an interest rate of 2% per 
cent a month on unpaid balances. At this rate—far 
higher than the rates available to persons who can 
take collateral to the banks—the small loan compa- 
nies have prospered. Studies have showed that their 
percentage of loss on individual loans is practically 
nil, 

One of the reasons for the prevalence of illegal 
loan sharks is that the small loan companies usually 
do not lend sums less than 350 because, as er- 
plained by George L. Gisler, chairman of the Missouri 
Bar Association’s Small Loan Committee, there is not 
much profit in loans under that figure. Mr. Gisler’s 
proposed remedy for this ig to raise the permitted in- 
terest rate on loans of $60 and under to 8% per cent 
per month on unpaid balances. ; 

This proposal should have severest scrutiny. If the 
iliegal sharks are to be driven out, much new busi- 
ness will naturally accrue to the small loan compa- 
nies and, since they stand to reap an added profit, 
a study should be made of their-earnings to deter- 
mine whether or not an increased interest rate is nec- 
essary. Moreover, this study should include the re- 
reaped from the 2% per cent interest rate,

Judge O'Malley says a new trial should be granted 
because Dunlavy, who was known to the judges and 
clerks, could not possibly have personated Dan 


anyone but himself. The evidence tends to prove, 
he continues, that with the knowledge and consent 
of the eleetion officials, Dunlavy, in his own person- 
ality, put a ballot in the box and the judges and 
clerks checked off the name of O’Mara as having 
voted, 

This is tantamount to saying that one of the 
parties to a criminal conspiracy is not culpable be- 
cause his co-conspirators know him to be in on the 
deal. The Judge's language is an admission that 
Dunlavy cast a fraudulent ballot and that the judges 
and clerks aided him to do so, yet because they knew 
Dunlavy was Dunlavy and not O’Mara, a new trial 
must be granted. 

If the Judge is correct thus far, what becomes of 
the other clauses in the indictment on which he was 
tried, namely, that he received a ballot in O’Mara’s 
name and voted it? By the Judge’s own opinion, 
the evidence supports both these charges. 

By excavating this legal quirk, Judge O’Malley has 
given a farcical turn to a case so well buttressed as 
to appear foolproof. As an ironic footnote to it all, 
though Judge O’Malley cites the evidence as show- 
ing Dunlavy in the polling place, Dunlavy's defense 
at the trial was that he was in a barber shop having 
a haircut, shave and shine,

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JAPAN RECOGNIZES FRANCO. 

Italy, Germany and Japan do not always line up 
in the same order, but they get together in course 
of time. Germany and Japan formed their anti- 
Communism pact a year ago with a view to eventual 
acquisition of Soviet territory. Italy, without need 
for fighting Communistic propaganda at home, 
signed the accord early in November. Just @ year ago, 
Hitler and Mussolini recognized the rebel Govern- 
ment of Gen. Francisco Franco in Spain; now Japan 
has announced its recognition of the besiegers of loy- 
alist Madrid. 

The official statement of the Japanese Foreign 
Office spoke of Communism, to be sure—even went 
so far as to attribute the “disturbance” in Spain to 
“the intrigues of the Comintern”—but it began 
frankly with the declaration that Japanese recogni- 
tion of Franco was “certain to promote the intimate 
relations now existing between Japan, Italy and 
Germany.“ Whatever the ruling groups in these 
three Powers think secretly of one another’s ambi- 
tions and aspirations, they have decided to stand 
together in the Fascist attacks on democracy on the 
one hand and Communism on the other. 

A pooling of the energies and resources of Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan would be a foregone conclu- 
sion if the local wars now being waged were to 
ignite the world.

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Will Roosevelt Seek a Third Term? 


President doesn’t really want to run again but may do so to vindicate his policies if 
present Congress thwarts him, says capital observer; thinks third-term issue would 
give trouble only as to the nomination, and not much there; predicts that if he 
makes race in 1940, he will have support of same “restless, uneasy forces as last time.

MUST say candidly that I do not believe 
| that in his heart the President wishes an- 

other term. I am willing to believe that 
the prospect is repellent to him for several 
reasons. 

Most of these reasons are personal. Most 
of them are implicit in the wear and tear 
upon the body, upon the mind and the soul, 
of whoever may occupy the presidency in 
time of stress. I think he would be im- 
mensely happy to be relieved of it all. 

Against this are two important facts. 
They may prove in the end to be controlling 
facts. The first, and the less important 
from a public standpoint, is a manifest de- 
termination on the part of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to become the Roosevelt of his- 
tory. To doubt that determination is to be 
ignorant of the man and his background. 

* * « 

Through the whole of his public life, the 
President has been jeered at or sneered at 
by the Republican branch of his family, 
the branch that has glorified the career 
and the personality of Theodore Roosevelt. 
Who knows how strong the temptation will 
be, when the time comes, to end forever 
the argument in the Roosevelt family as 
to its pre-eminent member, by making him- 
self the first 12-year President in history? 

Of infinitely greater consequence, how- 
ever, as bearing upon the third-term pros- 
pect, is the fate of the New Deal program. 
It is easy to conceive of a set of conditions, 
involving that program, under which Mr. 
Roosevelt would run again; under which he 
would feel he was literally forced to run. 

Let us assume that the conservative 
forces in the President’s own party, by 
combining with conservative Republicans, 
develop sufficient strength and generate 
sufficient courage not only to obstruct but 
even to defeat the President's most cher 
ished policies. In such a case, it is not on 
a possibility, but to my mind a strong proba- 
bility, that the President will say: 

“Very well, gentlemen, you have won in 
the Congress. You have nullified my pol. 


icies. Your victory is a gage of battle, . 


which I accept. 

“I will neither abandon these policies 
nor desert the millions who gave me their 
vote of confidence in 1936. The only course 
that is open to me is to go to the country 
again. We will let the people themselves, in 
exercise of their sovereign right, determine 
whether you or I represent the majority,” 

And if he should take that course, I now 
do what is perilous for any political writer: 
I make a solemn prediction. I predict that 
if Mr. Roosevelt runs a third time, under 
the conditions which I have suggested, he 
will be renominated and re-elected.

My belief is that the third-term issue per 
se would count against the President only 
in the nominating convention. It would be 
used there and in the primaries earlier with 
all possible effect. It would take from him 
not only the delegates avowedly conserva- 


tive, but many others who would be an- 


tagonistic for other reasons and would be 


desperately in need of an excuse for voting 


against him. 

But with the party organization in his 
hands, with the far more effective New 
Deal machine at his command, plus the

less partisan interests sincerely convinced 
that he should continue to carry on—with 
all this, it seems to me impossible that a 
majority of the 1940 delegates could be held 
against him, ' 

Once the nomination hurdle is passed, 
the third-term issue will become largely 
academic from the point of view of the 
great body of the voters. Only if it can 
be used to drive home the dictatorship 
idea, used to alarm the country to the 
depths of its consciousness, used as a hor- 
rifying warning of a Fascist black shirt or 
a Communistic red one in the White House, 
will it make any considerable difference, 

In the light of history, much of it in our 
own time, it is difficult to believe that the 
mass of the people care very deeply about 
the third term in itself. There is much to 
indicate how little the average man con- 
cerns himself about the matter. 

One will search in vain for a word in the 
Constitution bearing upon this question. Re- 


porters of the original Constitutional Con- 


vention, notably the Federalist, indicate very 
clearly that the convention in no sense op- 
posed a third or a fourth presidential term. 
Any limitation upon presidential tenure was 
purposely omitted from the organic law. 
Most of the delegates strongly favored a 
powerful central government. A few of 
them were frank monarchists. 
* * * 

It was Gen. Washington himself who 
set the two-term precedent, and made it a 
rule for his successors. But he did not 
base his refusal to stand for a third term 
on any ground of imperative public policy. 
As has been observed by an editor of The 
Nation, “the relevant passage in his Fare- 
well Address is not so much a warning 
against a third term as an apology for not 
continuing in office.” As a matter of his- 
torical fact, he retired to private life be- 
cause he wanted to rehabilitate his estate. 

It actually fell to Thomas Jefferson, the 
Democrat, to speak with positiveness upon 
the question. He made it plain to the 
American people that he withdrew at the 
end of his eight years in office as a matter 
of principle. He told his countrymen that 
he firmly believed that rotation in office 
was necessary to overcome a temptation 
toward bureaucracy and despotism. 

Just the same, it is a fact of intérest that 
even Jefferson conceived an exception to 
the rule by which he governed his own 
conduct. “There is but one circumstance,” 
he said in 1805, “which would engage my 
acquiescence in another election—to wit, 
such a division about a successor as might 
bring in a monarchist.”

Woman's Donation to Pay for 
Campus Buildings at 
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Acquisition of a landscape by 
Gustave Courbet, nineteenth cen- 
tury French artist whose robust 
realism created in the middle pe- 


riod of the century a school of 
painting which supplanted the ro- 
mantic and gave way to the impres- 
sionistic, was announced today by 
City Art Museum. 

The picture, executed about 1858, 
is a view of a valley near Ornans, 
not far from Courbet’s birthplace, 
a picturesque countryside which he 
often chose to paint. A rough road 
winds down the hill on the right, 
and leads off past trees and cot- 
tages to disappear in the gentle 
slopes at the horizon. 

The scene is developed in varied 
shades of green, cool and dark in 
the shaded foreground, and warm 
and luminous in the middle and 
farther distances. The canvas is 24 
by 31 inches. 

Courbet in his time was regard- 
ed as revolutionary in his technique 
and socialistic in politics. Two 
paintings which he exhibited at the 
Salon of 1850 were pronounced “of- 
fensively socialistic” by the Salon 
authorities. Ultimately he fled to 
Switzerland where he died in 1877. 

Eight of his pictures are now 
owned By the Louvre. The City Art 
Museum’s example of his work was 
purchased for $5000 from a New 
York dealer. It is shown in Gal- 
lery 2 with other French paintings. 
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Morgan said Mrs. Rackham had 
given $50,000 of the total anony- 
mously in June, 1935, but that the 
major portion of the money was 
received within the last few weeks.

Austrian Tenor Sings Often, Acts 
Capably, in British Film, 
“Heart's Desire.” 

Richard Tauber, who made a host 
of friends in his broadcast concert 
at the Auditorium three weeks ago, 
is available to them on the screen 
at the Shady Oak Cinema in 
“Heart’s Desire,” a British picture. 

The plump Austrian tenor, whose 

English and acting are almost as 
good as his glorious voice, takes 
on the character of a wine-garden 
singer who is catapulted from his 
simple life in Vienna to a London 
triumph. He finds that the English 
girl he loves doesn’t love him, so re- 
turns to his beloved Vienna and the 
girl he had left behind him. The 
story is only strong enough to keep 
Tauber’s song numbers from run- 
ning into each other. 
He sings three popular composi- 
tions of his own, Schumann’s “De- 
votion” and another from the same 
composer and one of his favorite 
encores, “Vienna, City of My 
Dreams,” with various vocal knick- 
knacks. The recording is good, al- 
though perhaps not adequate to do 
full justice to Tauber’s tenor. Much 
comedy is drawn from the plot ma- 
terial by. the direction so that 
“Heart’s Desire” is a genial en- 
tertainment and one well liked by 
the opening audience yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

tens. Children building, with big 
blocks, structures higher than their 
heads, bridges strong enough to 
support them, painting at easels on 
big squares of paper with wide 
brushes and unlimited supplies of 
paint. Pictures of children pro- 
pelling wheeled wehicles shaped like 
automobiles and airplanes, perform- 
ing acrobatics on playground equip- 
ment, playing store and house, car- 
rying on activities individually or 
in small groups, behaving pretty 
much as the spirit moves them with 
the teachers hovering far in the 
background.

endowed with a deeply religious na- 
ture, she determined to dedicate 
her life to a new philosophy of edu- 
cation. This was the philosophy 
of Froebel, which embodied among 
other principles the assumption 
that education begins at birth, that 
the earliest years are the most im- 
portant, that children learn 
through play, that schools should 
be fitted to the child, not the child 
to the school; the need of parental 
education, the power of environ- 
ment, the value of creative expres- 
sion and the significance of indi- 
vidual differences. 

Miss Blow had become convinced 
that “the deepest philosophy we 
can grasp may be given in some 
simple form to a little child” and 
most of these forms were to be 
found in the “10 gifts” supplied by 
Froebel with his system, his color 
spheres, his cylinders, cubes, 
planes, bricks, sticks, tablets, cir- 
cles, triangles and lentils. 

It was all something new as com- 
red to the way children had been 
taught by book and rote and with 
the idea that the most unlearned 
teachers were competent to instruct 
the youngest 

The kindergarten idea had been 
brought from Germany by cultured 


of free kindergartens for all chil- 
dren before Dr. Harris, volunteered 
to spend a year preparing herself, 
then work for nothing, he agreed to 
let her have a room in the school 
near the Blow family mansion for 
the experiment.

HE project was successful from 
* outset. Miss Blow, possessed 

of a magnetic personality, inde- 
fatigable energy and enthusiasm, 
drew many young teachers to her 
leadership. In 1877 she went to Ger- 
many to study kindergarten meth- 
ods and returned to open a training 
school for teachers. St. Louis 
thereafter became a mecca for child 
educators until she moved on to 
Teachers College, Columbig Uni- 
versity, where she instructed class 
after class of teachers. 

A link with those earliest days 
of free kindergartens we still have 
in Miss Mary E. McCulloch, a pu- 
pil of Miss Blow's, who became su- 
pervisor of kindergartens and after 
57 years of service in St. Louis 
public schools retired three years 
ago. Miss McCulloch, at 84, looks 
a little wistfully at the display of 
Froebel’s “gifts” assembled in a 
show case and the occupation books 
with the fine handwork by which 
she used to be guided in her teach- 
ing. Then she looks at the form- 
less splashes of paint daubed on big 
blocks into which the original small 
“gifts” havé grown. She looks at 
pictures of children careering 
around on wheels and engaged at 
their other unguided activities in 
the kindergarten, And she sniffs 
a little. “We started all this,” she 
remarks and you gan see she isn't 
quite sure it hasn't got a litle out 
of hand. 

But Miss McCulloch, pioneer, in 
on the early wars of criticism and 


of paper and the huge 


fights in legislatures to obtain ap- 
propriations for pre-school educa- 
tion, always in the vanguard, many 
times national president of.kinder- 
garten associations, probably has 
sloughed off more outworn educa- 
tional ideas than some moderns 
ever dreamed of. Once she went 
to a convention determined to save 
the identity of the kindergarten as- 
sociation from incorporation with 
nursery schools and primary 
schools into the Association for 
Childhood Education. Her entire 
association was back of her but 
after she had listened to speeches 
of the other side in favor of in- 
tegration, co-ordination and unity, 
she voted for the new order. St. 
Louis still can claim leadership in 
this association for Miss Jennie 
Wahlert, principal of Jackson 
School, is its president. 


Asked, from her long perspective, 


to evaluate the progress of the 
kindergarten, Miss McCulloch 
quickly abandoned the attitude of 
negative criticism. 

“Fundamentally the aims of the 
system are the same,” she said. 
“Froe*-!| himself foreshadowed 
most o. the theories now heralded 
as modern. The greatest change is 
in the increased size of materials 
employed, toys and apparatus that 
reflect the spirit of the times, and 
that is all to the good. The fine 
jandwork and small pointed instru- 
ments we eliminated long ago when 
occulists convinced us they were 
bad for the eyesight of undeveloped 
children. Ruled lines on tables and 
floors also we abandoned as too 
confining. The great emphasis now- 
adays is on freedom and individual- 
ity of expression, free activity with 
guidance relegated to the back- 
ground. The teacher is supposed to 
remain out of the picture as much 
as possible, merely noting reactions 
and responses.

(6er DON’T go as far as some of

eliminating guidance. Free- 

dom easily degenerates into license. 

I think there are even virtues in 

fine handwork not altogether to be 

despised. Discipline, concentration, 

ability to finish a task may be im- 
posed, 

“They talk a great deal about 
self-confidence and originality be- 
ing engendered in the child who 
stands at an easel and splashes 
great daubs of paint aimlessly on a 
big square of paper, and about 
rhythm and physical exercise de- 
rived through this finger painting 
where the child plunges both hands 
into paint and spreads it broadly 
to produce some wholly unexpected 
result. That is all very well. 1 
would accept the crudest efforts of 
a child. We should not expect chil- 
dren to do adult work. At the same 
time, I think there is no harm in 
expecting children to acquire facil- 
ity with their fingers and I cannot 
see where aimless, abstract, acci- 
dental design is better than efforts 
toward a thought-out, concrete re- 
sult that has meaning even though 
it may be imitative. 

“They say, these younger teach- 
ers, that we anticipated and avoid- 
ed behavior difficulties by keeping 
children in line, having them act 
upon direction, forbidding them to 
speak except with permission. 

“If a teacher can keep children oc- 
cupied, each at an individual activ- 
ity or in small groups, this pair 
operating a see-saw, that group 
playing store, this group playing 
house and a dozen or more racing 
around on scooters, all in one room 
at the same time without conflict, 
fights, bedlam, that is well and 
good too. It probably takes a more 
subtle kind of guidance than we 
exercised in my day. Undoubtedly 
more behavior difficulties arise be- 
case of more freedom. The young 
teacher who can keep her children 
living peaceably together without 
the intrusion of discipline and in- 
sistence upon obedience is greatly 
to be commended. “But what,” de- 
manded Miss McCulloch spiritedly 
in conclusion, “is the harm in the 
word obedience? I still believe in 
guidance, in discipline and obedi- 
ence. I observe, with all their re-

But Harmless 


Frequently Due to Stomach 


Acid in Esophagus—Easily 
Relieved.

HI symptom which usually is 
called heartburn consists of a 
burning sensation at the lower 
part of the esophagus and the 
throat, with the regurgitation of 
acid gastric juice into the back of 
th mouth. It is a common symp- 
tom in many digestive disorders, 
and is generally thought to be due 
to an excess amount of gastric 
juice. 

However, it may be present with- 
out digestive disease at all, simply, 
as part of a neurotic temperament, 
In fact, studies made by the Bowen 
scholar of the New York Academy 
of Medicine, on a series of patients 
suffering with this symptom, 
showed that it was present in sey- 
eral instances when the _ gastric 
juice was deficient in hydrochloric 
acid, and was secreted in less than 


the normal amount. 


Carrying the experiments fure 
ther, it was found that when a di- 
lution of hydrochloric acid was in- 
jected into the lower part of the 
esophagus, it sometimes causea a 
burning sensation and sometimes it 
did not. Other substances, how- 
ever, cause just as much burning. 
For instance, brandy, when it is al- 
lowed to pour over the lower part 
of the esophagus, makes people 
more uncomfortable than hydro 
A acid itself. 

t is, therefore, not a symptom 
which need cause any alarm. I 
say this because patients are usual- 
ly frightened at the onset of this 
symptom, so that aside from the 
mere uncomfortableness of it, it 
always makes people unhappy. If 
it does become annoying or uncom- 
fortable, it can easily be relieved in 
most instances by the use of baking 
soda, sodium bicarbonate, in small 
doses, three or four times a day. 
Certain foods are likely to pro- 
voke it, among them white bread, 
tomatoes, spices, pickles and sour 
things generally. 
How the gastric juice gets from 
the stomach into the esophagus 
has been the subject of a great 
deal of work in the last few years. 
There are some people who are 
constitutionally so built that the 
lower esophagus and the first part 
of the stomach are above the dia- 
phragm in the chest, and in these 
people it is quite a regular thing 
to find that a meal does not go into 
the stomach entirely, but remains 
in the dilated esophagus, and may 
be regurgitated into the back of 
the throat. Heart burn people 
probably have about the same kind 
of a mechanism so that their ana- 
tomical structure makes it easier 
for them to bring acid material up.

cure itself; only 11 said “Go to a 
doctor.”
